Corn Harvesting Losses

I he amount and type of corn 
stalk lodging is a major factor 
influencing corn harvest losses, 
reports Delbert M. Byg, Ex­ 
tension Agricultural Engineer, 
The Ohio State University. But, 
with 
proper

j u s t m e n t 
and 
operating 
procedures, losses due to lodged 
stalks can be minimized. 
Field checks made by the 
engineer around the state reveal 
that 
many 
corn 
fields 
are 
already 15 per cent lodged. This 
amount of lodging could result 
in 
excessive 
losses 
without 
proper header adjustment. If 
you operate your combine like 
you’re in a good standing crop, 
you may leave ail the ears on 
lodged stalks iii the field behind 
you. This could well be 15 per 
cent of your field — which is 
an excessive loss. 
To keep machine ear loss to 
a minimum, actually determine 
the stalk lodging in your field, 
the engineer recommends. Pace 
off a row length equal I ) 1-100 
acre 
(this is 131 feet for 40 inch 
row 
corn, 145 feet for 36 inch 
row 
corn, 174 feet for 30 inch 
row 
corn and 262 feet for 20 
inch row corn). Now', count all 
the stalks in this MOO acre. 
Multiply by IOO and you have 
the plant stand in thousands of 
plants per acte.

The main problem with plant 
stands, the specialist explains, 
was making early plantings too 
deep. Water was evaporated on 
many fields that were worked 
early; and ‘hen farmers planted 
to moisture. In such situations, 
corn planted in April should be 
planted only V t inches deep. 
In the past five years, Ohio 
farmers have been making good

Count the plants 
in sample areas of your fields 
this fall.

earned master’s and doctoral 
degrees at Harvard.

“the conservatives were correct 
in virtually every particular of 
their criticism of reform and 
their predictions of the effects 
it would have in the church.” 
He enumerates these at length. 
Philosophical anarchy prevails, 
with both clergy and laymen 
swept by every wind of fashion; 
t h e o l o g i a n s compete for 
prominence by casting doubt on 
traditional 
doctrine, 
including 
the existence of God; for "many 
progressives the reform of the 
liturgy proved merely that the 
liturgy 
did 
indeed, 
as 
the 
conservatives charged, have no 
meaning for them, and they are 
now in the process of devising 
liturgies w'hich have almost no 
organic connection with those of 
the church.” 
Where 
ecumenism

He supported the right 
of one of his reporters to wear 
long hair against the publisher’s 
wishes. 
Skeptical ami cynical at the 
start, Houriet found his 
owti 
commitment to the movement 
“ sort of snuck up” on him. The 
title of the book he has written 
about his experiences, “ Getting 
Back Together,” refers to going 
back in time as well as getting 
back to the land, he explains. 
‘‘Communes 
resemble 
1871 
more than 1971 and there is a 
lot to be said for the way people 
lived in 1871,” says the 34-year- 
old 
author 
whose 
house 
in 
Vermont has no electricity. “We 
shouldn’t forget all technology, 
but we should first go back and 
then go forward and take the 
right route this time. I have 
feeling that civilization got 
off the major road and got on 
detour that’s going off a 
cliff.” 
The lanky, bearded Houriet 
found the common denominator 
of all the places he visited was 
a belief that the land and nature 
w as the basis for a good society 
— a conviction he shares. 
“ When we destroy our natural 
environment we not only befoul 
our nest, but we also undermine 
c e r t a i n 
psychological 
un­ 
derpinnings of m an,” he says. 
“When we cover the natural 
environment with asphalt and 
plastic man grows neurotic and 
frustrated and starts to turn to 
other forms of sensory escape, 
such as drugs and alcohol, to 
compensate for what is missing 
in life.” 
H o u r i e t 
adds 
that 
the 
sterotype of communarians as 
involved primarily with drugs 
whole trip I saw no one shoot 
up heroin or use speed. But I 
did see ex-junkies and ex-speed 
freaks who had gone to the 
communes in search of some 
natural rehabilitation. 
As for 
sex, couples prelominate 
and 
for the time they are together 
they are fairly monogamous. 
It’s not as orgiastic as 
people 
think.” 
At 
least 
2,000 
communal 
experiments are in operation in 
rural sections of the country 
and 
the 
number 
rapidly 
is 
expanding. Houriet reports. The 
trend of the movement is from 
communes to communities. 
“Communes, which have no 
clearly 
defined 
purpose 
or 
structure, foster more intense 
interaction among people, since 
they usually live in the same 
house,” he elaborates. “ They 
attract younger people who are 
on the road, searching, restless, 
and there is a big turnover and 
surface instability.” 
Communities, he notes, are 
more organized and traditional, 
made up of separate dwellings, 
and they tend to attract more 
settled older people often with 
children. In many cases they 
are 
built 
around 
a 
specific 
craft, industry or body of faith. 
“ There are no failures and

successes.”

says. 
“ Whatever works for you is a 
successful plan. Because some

•—Eliminate the requirement 
for a two-thirds vote for chang­ 
ing the number of judges, es­ 
tablishing courts or calling a 
Supreme Court Commission. 
—Permit recess for up to five 
days, excluding Sunday, com­ 
pared to the two-day recess 
now allowed. 
—Permit the presiding officer 
of each house to sign bills and 
resolutions without the require­ 
ment of a formal session. 
—Require only 
that candi­ 


dates for the legislature reside 
in their districts on the day 
they 
become 
candidates 
and 
while serving their terms. 
—Extend 
the 
prohibition 
against 
holding 
federal 
and 
state office simultaneously to 
all political subdivisions of the 
state. 
The report said the two-thirds 
vote on judicial matters is out­ 
moded and obsolete. 
It 
noted 
that 
a 
Supreme 
Court Commission, established 
in 1876 to help dispose of ac­ 
cumulated court business, was 
last called in 1883. 
Extending 
the weekend re­ 
cess to five days, the report 
said, would eliminate the need 
for Monday “ skeleton” sessions 
to satisfy a constitutional re­ 
quirement for keeping the legis­ 
lature in session.

sentially an administrative task

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The nation’s soft coal mines 
and all but a few of its seaports 
remained shut today as miners 
and longshoremen continued on 
strike. 
Mediators pressed for an ear­ 
ly settlement of a three-month- 
old shutdown of West Coast 
seaports while President Nixon 
withheld emergency action to 
reopen them and other ports 
that were struck Friday in a 
separate walkout. 
Negotiations were adjourned 
over the weekend in disputes 
over contracts covering 80,000 
members of the United 
Mine 
Workers in 20 states and 45,000 
members of the International 
Longshoremen’s Association in 
ports from Maine to Louisiana. 
Neither the dock nor mine 
shutdown posed an immediate 
threat to the nation's economy 
as 
both importers and coal 
users had sizeable stocks on 
hand.

invoking the Taft-Hartley Act’s 
provision for an 80-day cooiing- 
off period in the hope that the 
West Coast dock strike was 
near settlement.

mark, shilling, franc and so on. 
In any event, observers say, 
it must have at least the men­ 
tion of a gold value to gain 
French acceptance. 
They still want the U.S. to 
formally devalue the dollar, but 
they didn't make a point of the 
demands. And American offi­ 
cials did not make a point of 
refusing. In fact, they seemed 
to push the idea of eliminating 
gold as a kind of money. 
An important side effect was 
a consensus that talks about 
money were a good idea and 
should continue. 
“Let s keep the momentum 
going,” said one German dele­ 
gate. 
The next step now is for a 
fairly low-level group of money 
technicians to meet during the 
next 
two 
weeks. 
About the 
middle of October, they are 
supposed to come up with plans 
for a third step. 
What they may produce could 
be either a schedule of values 
for world currency or the prin­ 
ciples 
on 
which 
the 
values 
could be fixed. The schedule, 
for instance, could give the val­ 
ue of the mark as so many 
French francs, such and such a 
proportion of the pound ster­ 
ling, so many lira. The lira 
would be defined as worth so 
many pfennigs or centimes and 
so on. 
The results reported out by 
these 
technicians—they 
arc 
called the “ Working Group 3”— 
will be reported to the finance 
ministers of the IO major indus­ 
trial nations. The ministers will 
have time to study them and 
meet again about the middle of 
November.
